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Dear Chairman Elliott:

The Commission is considering an advisory opinion request
regarding the use of 900 telephone service for political
fundraising. While we offer no specific comment on the
request now before the Commission, we encourage the
Commission to establish practicable guidelines for the use
of this service by political committees.

We believe use of the 900 service by political committees
has the potential to foster greater public participation in
the financial support of political campaigns. ~ Accordingly,
we urge the Commission to formulate guidelines which will
adequately address the compliance issues raised by the
implementation and use of the service, and yet will preserve
the effectiveness of the service for political committees.

In conclusion, we believe the 900 service will not achieve
its full potential unless the Commission crafts guidelines
that allow the service's full potential to be utilized while
insuring that political committees are within all relevant
statutes and regulations.
